LET'S SAY NO TO EUROPE (PART ONE BY COLIN BURGES. 


Listening to all the tripe dished up by the majority of politicians, and 
taking the media milk we are fed each day, people could be forgiven for 
thinking that there is no possible alternative to our membership of the EC.

POLL SUCCESS FOR PATRIOTS IN EUROPE: - BY DARREN COPELAND. 


The anti-immigration and anti-EC Republican Party 
scored an electoral breakthrough, in the election 
held in the German state of Hesse, on March 7th. 

The Republicans took 8.3% of the vote state wide, 
though their vote in some areas went as high as 20%. 
In Frankfurt the capital of Hesse and major financ— 
ial centre of Germany, the Party won 9.3% of the 
vote and took 12 of the 93 seats on the legistature. 


The Republicans, Germanys New Right Conservative 
Party, have clearly scored a considerable success, 
with their demands for an end to the liberal-left, 
asylurn laws and opposition to the Maastricht Tre- 
aty. All bodes well for the Euro-Election and the 
General Election, to be held next year. 


Meanwhile in France, the Front National, took 12.5% 
of the vote in the first round of voting in the 
French National Assembly elections, held on March 
Ait 21st, seeing nearly 100 of their candidates going 
Jean-MatietaPeajeadecaithe fren. nrough, te, the. second round on March 28th. In the 
National, in electioneering pose, . event the FN, Frances New Right Conservative Party, 

failed to win a single seat. Its incumbent and only 
MP, Madame Marie France Stirbois failed to retain her seat by just 105 votes. 
The FN Deputy leader Bruno Meigret was narrowly beaten in Marseilles and FN 
leader, Jean Marie Le Pen only just lost in Nice. 


The injustice of the French electoral system is shown by the fact that the 
Communist Party got 9.2% of the vote and won 23 seats. This is largely be- 
cause the Communists support is concentrated in specific areas, where as FN 
support is much more widespead all over France. Had these elections been on 
proportional representation (PR) the FN would have won 80 seats. The Front 
National is now expected to run a vigourous anti-Maastricht campaign, in the 
run up to and durring the Euro-Elections in 1994. 


NO TO A UNITED IRELAND AND NO TO MAASTRICHT - BY ALEX (from County Antrim). 


The War against Republican terrorism in Ulster has now been 
ongoing for 24 years.

DEVOLUTION NO THREAT 
TO THE UNION

ithout wishing to exacerbate the “West Lothian 

Question”, I as a former Constituency Young 

Conservative Chairman, an English Orangeman 

and an Honorary Member of the Ulster Unionist 
Party, could not help feeling somewhat perturbed not so much 
by the strength of the “Scotland United” demonstration in 
Edinburgh on the day of the EC summit last December, but by 
the Government's reluctance to hearken to the wishes of the 
people of Scotland. 

e greater number of folk in Scotland voted, at the last 
General Election, for political parties that either support devolu- 
tion within, or secession from, the UK. As a Unionist, I would 
oppose secession but I readily understand the clamour for 
devolution, not least because for far too long the so-called 
“Parliament of the United Kingdom” has ceased to be the 
supreme law-making body of Einciand, Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland, and reverted to being either a legislature for 
England alone with Scots, Welsh and Ulster business being 
tacked-on as an inconvenient appendix, or as a glorified local 
authority (with only administrative responsibilities) serving the 
whole of the United Kingdom now that an increasing amount of 
legislation is enacted by unaccountable foreigners in the 
European Community. 

e Conservative Party needs to try harder to appreciate 
that devolution is not synonymous with secession (providing 
those in control of any devolved authority are committed to 
maintaining the Union of the United Kingdom), whilst — 
tion parties in Scotland need to appreciate that the role o 
devolved authorities is not to act autonomously from central 
government, but to administer legislation (enacted centrally) 
and public services that cannot be provided efficiently at either 
a lower or higher level of government. 

Furthermore, amidst all the hullabaloo surrounding devolu- 
tion, there is always talk of the need to reduce Scottish represen- 
tation in Westminster if a devolved assembly were established 
in Scotland to complement Westminster's reduced role in 
legislating for Scottish affairs. This need not necessarily be the 
case if Wales and Northern Ireland were afforded parallel 
national] assemblies and England granted similar regional 
assemblies to enact and/or administer legislation most relevant 
to their immediate territories, whilst ensuring that legislation 
affecting the UK as a whole (eg, on matters relating to the 
defence of the realm, foreign affairs and currency control) 
continued to be made in Westminster. The English Parliament, 
akin to the Scottish Parliament, was prorogued as a separate 
entity in 1707, and it is time proponents of devolution in 
Scotland reminded hag ee of devolution in England that 
devolving power back to Scotland is not granting otland 
independence but helping to inject the restoration of people 
power to the whole of the United Kingdom. 

Ian Lang’s ie be restructuring of local government in 
Scotland may well devolve responsibility to a wider section of 
elected local representatives but his proposals omit the need for 
a directly-elected Scots Assembly to reflect the distinct Scots 
identity as is, if the truth be told, a masked attempt to conceal a 
eat political attack on existing Regional Councils controlled 

y an Opposition party. | would be much happier — as I am 
sure many Scots would be — if the Government either left 
Scottish local authorities as they are, or replaced regional 
councils with a directly-elected Scots Assembly with powers 
transferred from existing regional authorities and the Scottish 
Office. 

One thing is certain and that is, like it or not, the Conserva- 
tive Party does not command the support of the people of 
Scotland anymore than it does the people of Wales, Northern 
Ireland, or many of the regions of England; and unless the 
Conservative Party hearkens to the people’s choice it could well 
find it will inevitably destroy the Union of the United Kingdom 
which it claims to maintain.
